25X1A *[ ___boruont. abe Line runs from Goerlita to Zittau via 
HTagenwerder, Ostritz and Hirscnfelde. It follows the course 
of the leisse Kiver which is the provisional border 
between Germany and Poland, Sinee it crosses this border 
several times, the line was closed although the bridges over 
the Neisse River were intact. The reopening of the line is 
confirmed by the summer timetable of the German Rallroads. 
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
